Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed in lengthy detail the concept of the distribution ratio. 
Claims 1 and 5 define the distribution ratio with respect to the amount of acid solution to be supplied to each tank. 
However, the term "distribution ratio" is still rendered indefinite and the rejection over the prior art of Mabuchi is 
maintained for the following reasons. It is the examiner's position that the distribution ratio should be clearly defined 
with respect to Fig. 3 of the instant specification. Specifically, the claims should be amended to defined the distribution 
ratio with respect to scale thickness, descaling rate and pickling distance. The claims should also be amended to 
include how "patterns" vary as shown in Fig. 3 such that a material with a greater scale thickness produces a lower 
descaling rate at a constant pickling distance. The claims should be amended further to include a nexus between Figs. 
3 and 4. It is also unclear from the specification whether the patterns, as illustrated in Fig. 3, are used in Fig. 4 to 
determine the weight loss between each of the tanks. The claims should be amended to correlate the traveling speed 
with the weight loss and pickling time, as discussed on page 15 of the specificatin. Upon further review, the 
specification does not appear to support the relationship or correlation needed between Figs. 3 and 4. The examiner 
suggests kindly filing of a CIP . 
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
